Murder, Probable Charge. 

Dr. Hart regained consciousness for 
a short time today, and after asking 
where he was, remarked he was g0- 
ing fishing, then lapsed into insensi- 
bility. An examination of the body

rian Cervera, widow of a bullfighter, 
& mutual friend, in which the follow- 


ing passage occurs: 

“I used to hear from you through Mr. 
Meigs, but he has allowed the lying 
tongues of gossips and scandalmongers 
to come between us, who have been 
the staunchest friends for years. 

“I have always been fond of Mr. 
Meigs and have pitied his lonely posi- 
tion in the world. No father, no moth- 
er, brothers or sisters. I have tried al- 


ways to be a friend and mother to him. 
but he is unfortunate in not being able 
to distinguish the fair-weather friends 
from those who are the same yesterday, 
today and tomorrow.” . 


Question of Credibility. 


Mr. Meigs says the trial will narrow 
down to character witnesses, as it is 
his word against Mrs. Calkins. He will 
introduce a letter written by himself to 
Mrs. Calkins, Jan. 28, to prove his con- 
tention that Mrs. Calkins agreed that 
the Kunst check for 25 should be 
credited against Meigs’ claim for legal 
services in the cases against Mulhall 
and Thompson.

Taft Shifted Charges. 


Several conferences followed  be- 
tween Judge Advocate Davis of the 


War Department.and Attorney-Gener- 
al Crow, with the result that the of- 
ficiais of the Terminal Association 
were summoned to Washington to 
show cause why the Merchants’ 
Bridge should not, for violation of its 
charter, pass into the hands of the 
Government. 

Arguments were submitted by both 
sides to Secretary Taft in October, 
1904, but the Secretary's decision was 
delayed until shortly before his de- 
parture for the Philippines. 

Secretary Taft announced in his 
ruling denying the petition that he 
did not feel the case came strictly 
within the province of the War De- 
partment, but that there might be 
room for action on the part of the At- 
tcrney-General’s Department. 

While the proceedings before the War 
Department were nontiine. the Missour! 
Supreme Court, by a vote of 4 to 3, 
dismissed the petition filed by the at- 
torney-general to dissolve the combine. 
The majority of the court held that the 
Terminal Association was not a railroad 
company within the meaning of the, 
statute, and that hence the statutes 
against competing railroads combining 
or pooling their earnings would not be 
applicable. 

Judge Against Combine. 


Judge Gantt, in a strong dissenting 


opinion, took the opposite view, main- 
taining that the Terminal properties 
were just as much railroad lines as 
were railroads operating to and from 
St. Louis. 

Following were the chief points gath- 
ered by the Post-Dispatch, in regard to 
the Terminal combine, upon which the 
State and Federal inquiries were based. 

l. That Jay Gould, having secured con-

4. That the Terminal Association was 
formed in 1889, the year before the Mer- 
chants’ Bridge was opened and that by 
getting all the eastern railroads ex- 
cept three, into it, Gould kept them 
from using the Merchants’ Bridge. 

5. That as a result the Merchants 
bridge did little business, while an in- 
dependent concern, from 1890-to 1893. 

6. That during that time three rail- 

roads, the Vadnalia, Toledo, St. Louis 
and Western, and Jacksonville South- 
eastern gave St. Louis through biljs of 
lading, using the Merchants’ briage. 
7. That the other roads using Eads 
Bridge did not give a through bill of 
lading, making East Si. Louis their ter- 
minal point. 
8. That prior to the organization of 
the Terminal Association, the act of 
Congress authorizing Mercnants’ Bridge 
had been changed so that the stock- 
holders in Merchants’ Bridge could alsv 
be stockholders in Eads Bridee,- thus 
paving the way for a consolic ‘ion. 

9. That the Terminal Association se- 
cured control of the Merchants’ Bridge 
Terminal Railway Co. in 1895 by buying 
a majority o f its stock, thus algo se- 
curing the lease on the Merchanis’ 
Bridge. 

1. That it had itn 1889 secured a per- 
petual lease on Pads Bridge by buying 
it and all the auxiliary property from 
Gould.

Wells H. Blodgett, third vice-president 
and general solicitor and C. N. Travous 
appeared for the Wabash; A. G. Coch- 
ran, general solicitor, for the Missouri 
Pacific, and Martin L. Clardy, general 
counsel, for the Iron Mountain. Fred 
W. Lehmann represented Mr. Ramsey. 

Mr. Cochran announced that service 
had not been secured on the Mercantile 
Trust Co. of New York or on W. 8. Wil- 
son and H. M. Walker, both of New 
York, named as defendants. 

Mr. Travous then read the answer of 
the Wabash Railroad Co., which was re- 
warded as stating George J. Gould's 
side of the fight with Ramsey. 

The answer contained, in the order 
here followed, these statements: 

That the Wabash has no knowledge of 
any of its stock or debenture B bonds 
owned by Ramsey, giving him cause of 
action. 

That the Wabash has no knowledge 
that the Missouri Pacific or the Iron 
Mountain holds any of its stock or de- 
benture B bonds, having on its books 
no record of such holdings. 

That neither the Missouri Pacific nor 
the Iron Mountain in any manner con- 
trols the affairs of the Wabash. 


Law Violation Denied. 


That the Wabash, the Iron Mountain 
and the Missouri Pacific ‘are continuous 
and connected lines, and that any of 
them may own stock or bonds of either 
of the others without violation of law. 

That only those named in the books 
of the company as holding stock and 
bonds can vote on such holdings. 

That George Gould does not own the 
Missouri Pacific or direct its move- 
ments. 

That the Missouri Pacific does not 
direct the movements of the Iron Moun- 
tain. 

That the Wabash and Missouri Pa- 
cific are not competing lines, except for 
through traffic between St. Louis and 
Kansas City; that thelr lines between 
those cities are widely divergent and 
traverse entirely different territory. 

That the allegation that George Gould 
has selected persons to act as directors 
of the Wabash, and to carry out his 
wishes as directors, is not true. 

That there is no scheme or conspiracy 
on the pam of George Gould or any rep- 
resentative wf the Missouri Pacific and 
Iron Mountain to stifle competition 

That any stock of the Wabash which 
the Missouri Pacific or lron Mountain 
may be shown to hdld is not held for 
the purpose of control. 

That the holding or voting of Wabash 
stock or bonds by the Missouri Pacific 
or tron Mountain, if such stock or bonds 
are held, would not be contrary to Mis- 
sourl law. 

That the Wabash has no control over 
its bond or stockholders and that the 
St. Louts Circutf Covrt has no juris. 
diction over such holders outside the 
State,.on whom service cannot be ob- 
tained.

Slave to Morphine, Says Father. 


A. B. Hart df 19 Portland place said 
Friday: “The Dr. Oliver B. Hart un- 
der arrest in Chicago is my son. He 
Hie has for several years 
been a morphine ‘fiend’ of a pronounced 
type. I gave him every advantage that 
money could buy. After he completed 
his education i sent him to Europe. 
After he had taken a course in a uni- 
versity there I let him travel for a 
year. But he contracted the morphine 
habit and became a slave to the drug. 
He was at times for three or four’ days 
under the complete influence of the 
drug. 

“About a year ago he told me he 
guessed nearly everybody in St. Louis 
knew that he was a morphine fiend and 
proposed that if I would make him an 
allowance he would go to Chicago and 
remain there.

Gave Present, to Young Girls, 


There is scarcely a resident from 1700 
to 1900 North Taylor avenue but knows 
young Dr. Hart and comments freely 
on his attentions to young giris during 
his residence in that locality. 

He changed, his office frequently and 
by his eccentricities became known 
practically to every neighbor. 

They state that he was seldom seen 
unaccompanied by young girls, ranging 
in age from 9 to 14 years, upon whom 
he lavished presents. In some cases 
these presents were watches, rings and 
similar articles of jewelry, in others it 
was candy and flowers. Children were 
frequently seen in his office perched 
upon his knee. 

Gathered in Children, 


He had the reputation of being an ex- 
cellent story-teller, and this together 


with the presents, made his office the 
reLuesyvous Of the children of the neigh- 
borhood., 

Considerable excitement was occa- 
sioned shortly before the doctor left his 
last office at 1915 North Taylor avenue 
by a mother who invaded his office-res- 
ence and created a scene while remov- 

her little girl from the dwelling. 

The men-~.of the neighborhood took 
the incident up, and when the mar- 
riage to 14-year-old Vera Kriegesman 
became public, it was intimated that 
neitner the doctor nor his wife's fam- 
ily would be welcomed on their re- 
turn. The Harts remained in the 
North and have not since visited Tay- 
lor avenue. 

Father Wealthy Heir. 

Dr. Hart's father received one-third 
of the more than $1,000,000-estate of 
his father, Oliver A. Hart, when the 
latter died, Nov. 19, 1898. The in- 
ventory of stocks, bonds, cash and 
other personal property filed in Pro- 
bate Court shows that its total value 
was $969,005.98. In addition there 
was real estate on which the value is 
nur. placed, consisting. of 10 pieces of 
downtown property. 

The estate was divided between three 
children, Augustus B. Hart, Mrs. Mary 
Semple, wife of E. H. Semple, and Mrs. 
Anna C. Bray, wife of Charles B. Bray. 
The share of A. B. Hart was $43),507.13 
of the personal property and a portion 
of the real estate. 

The thirteenth item of the will gives 
Oliver B. Hart, the Chicago man, a 
bookcase, the grandfather's library and 
his carpenter tools. 

The will is dated March 6, 1884. Augus- 
tus 8B. Hart and Ed H. Semple are 
named as executors. -

Butterflies for Gold. 

Butterfly coilectors are seldom able 
to estimate with any confidence. the 
value of their collections, since the 
prices for specimens so constantly vary.

Not 
long ago some collectors who supplied 
the London market ran into a perfect 
swarm of these butterflies and shipped

Retreat for Birds and Squirrels. 

Albert Hudson, a farmer near Spice- 
land, this county, has a l5-acre tract of 
land which is a paradise for students of 
nature, says the Indianapolis News. 
Mr. Hudson is aie student of na- 
ture, and he selected this tract as a 
place where he could continue his inves- 
tigations and where birds and squirrels 
Cooper of 
the Spiceland Academy, accompanied 
by the class in nature, recently spent 
several hours in the tract, and they 
recognized 28 different species of birds, 
besides which there were numerous 
squirrels—gray, fox, ground, etc. The 
tract is thickly wooded. Hunters are not 
allowed to trespass on this domain, and 


no tree is permitted to be cut down.

juries. Having thus robbed a wife of 
her husband, there remained to the 
Archduke to rob two widows of their 
only sons. ‘The first of the two, a man 
named Bauer, was knocked down and 
killed by the Archduke’s carriage in the 
foliowing February, while last month 
the second, a man named Euler, was 
dispatched by a motor driven by the 
Archduke through the suburbs of 
Budapest. 

On the return journey Von Klaus- 
enburg chaffingly dared the Archduke 
to drive the motor. The Archduke 
shook tvs head. “I can’t get Adela’s 
gloomy prophecies and their ter- 
rible fulfillment out of my head,” he 
answered. ‘‘But we are out of the traf- 
fic here,” urged Von Klausenburg. 
“You can safely change places with the 
chauffeur for a few miles.” 


The Archduke was at last persuaded, 
but hardly had he taken charge of the 
motor, when a little girl ran across the 
road, and in swerving nervously to 
avold running over her the Archduke 
knocked down a man who was rushing 
to her assistance. This man, Euler, like 
Bauer, died of his injuries, and, Iike 
him, he was the only son of his mother, 
who was a widow.
